North Meat Is Assured 
By Co-operative Caribou 


FORT CHIPEWYAN, Dec. 13.— 
The people here today are feast- 
ing on caribou steaks which prac- 
cally walked into the frying pan. 

For the first time in the history 
of thig Northern Alberta outpost, 
thousands of caribou recently 
moved down from. the barren 
wastelands, running wild through 
the streets in their trek to new 
4 grounds, 

er groups from the gigantic 

herd trampled through the vill- 
age, and Indians and whites got 
their winter supply of meat. 

Many of the animals were shot 


Villagers kept near their homes 
while the caribou were “running,” 
fearing they would be attacked. 

After the first body of the herd 
passed, the caribou moved far- 
ther away from the post. They 
passed in file on the ice of the 
lake in a seemingly endless 
sipeam. 

About two weeks after the first 
herd of caribou were seen, signs 
were posted forbidding wasteful 
killing, or the wounding of the 
animals with 22 rifles. The dogs 
were forbidden to rum at large 
and the cariboy were left in 


moved into the area, taking a 
heavy toll of the helpless creat- 
ures. Game wardens were imme- 


diately despatched with rifles | 


and poison to protect one of 
Canada's last gigantic native 
herds. 

The caribou ts highly regarded 
by both the whites and Indians 
here. Many prefer the meat of 
this animal to prize beef, and 
some now have a frozen supply 
to last their family for a year, 

The Indian and Metis women 
also use the skins to make beauti- 
ful white jackets, gloves, mitts

Commissioners’ Salaries Raised 


In principle, Alderman Armour Ford is 
quite right in contending that the salaries 
of the commissioners should be higher 
than that of the mayor. 

In point of fact, the action of the coun- 
cil in raising both the mayor's and commis- 
sioners’ salaries to $10,000 a year does not 
err on the side of extravagance because 
the figure is not too much for the mayor 
while it is definitely not enough for the 
commissioners, 

The contention that the mayor should 
not receive less than any city employee is 
untenable because the mayor is not, pri- 
marily a city employe. 

He is an elected official functioning 
in an honorary capacity. He is, first of all, 
head of the city council. His commissioner- 
ship is temporary and he is expected to 
bring to it, not expert and professional 


knowledge, but a conception of the will of 
the people. 

His salary should be large enough to 
enable capable men of affairs to leave their 
own occupations for a few years and not 
lose money by it, 

It should not be so large that the 
mayor's post becomes professionalized. 

On the other hand, the commissioners 
are experts in their field, with long years 
of training to fit them for their particular 
duties and no other kind of duties. 

It is essential that their emoluments 
should be commensurate with the volume 
and the importance of the business they 
handle. 

In the case of the mayor’s salary, the 
council has done justice. 

In the case of the commissioners’ sal- 
aries, it has done less than justice. 


Telephone Service Not Good 


The proposal of Alderman Duncan 
Innes to secure an expert consultant to in- 
vestigate the technical efficiency of the 
apparatus and equipment of Edmonton's 
telephone system is a first class one. 

Indeed, many will believe it is long 
overdue. 

There is a great deal of dissatisfaction 
throughout the city with the telephone 
service. 

According to what officials of the de- 
partment say, the overcrowding of central 
office equipments leads to wrong numbers 
being given mechanically as well as by 
carelessness in dialing, and to the sound- 


ing of the busy signal when the number 
being called is not in use at all. 

We have accepted this explanation and 
the promise that conditions will right 
themselves when new central equipment 
arrives. 

But Edmonton people have patiently 
endured this inferior service too long. 

It would be pleasant to have the word 
of an outside expert that everything is 
being done to improve the service with 
whatever equipment is available at present. 

Certainly the service is far below what 
Edmonton subscribers are paying for and 
to what they are entitled, 


New Location for Bi ble House 


The city council is to be commended for 
agreeing to buy the Bible House in Ed- 
monton a new lot and building so that it 
can eventually vacate its present location 
to make way for the Macdonald hotel ad- 
dition.

Actually but few Germans 
etill are without a home, even 
though many are forced to share 
emergency quarters. 

“League of the Uprooted and 
Disinherited’” would be an idio- 
matically exact translation, it 
seems to me. For the purpose of 
brevity, however, “Refugee 
Party” is adequate, although the 
term covers only one of the two 


component parts that make up 
the BHE. 
No Dearth 
Of Titles 

Th: party's appeal is directed 
primarily at the approximately 
ten million persons who have 


fied or have been expelled from 
the lost eastern provinces (East 
Prussia, Silesia, Pomerania), and 
from the Sudetan area of Czecho- 
slovakia, and who now live in 
weduced circumstances in West- 
ern Germany.

Something 
For All 


Tt is a typical catch-all party 
where all have-nots and all dis- 
éruntied citizens are welcome, 
where counts and hobos rub 
shoulders and march together.

One is g sweep- 
ing demand for “equal sharing 
of the war burden” by the peo- 
ple of Western Germany.

that money could be raised. 

The BHE's other principal de- 
mand is just as sweeping and as 


difficult of achievement: it wants 
the Polish-annexed eastern pro- 
vinces, and the Sudetenland re 
stored to German sovereignty. 
How this can be done, it does not 
suggest either. 


First Try 
Successful 


In less than a year’s time the 
BHE has made spectacular head- 
way. The party scored its first 
big success at the state election 
in Schleswig-Holstein on July 9. 

At this first try, the BHE pol 
led 234 per cent of the popular 
vote, closely crowding the old- 
established and until then dom 
inent Social-Democratic Party. 

Now it has scored again, 
though in a different direction. 
At the November 1 state elec 


rad Adenauer’s own fold, the 
Christian Democratic Union, 
while the Social-Democrats made 
substantial gains of their own.

Operation Is Possible 
For Gall Bladder Ills 


The gallbladder lies inside the 
abdominal cavity just under the 
liver and ribs on the right side, 
It is a hollow organ shaped like a 
small pear. Its purpose in the 
human body is to store bile which 
is manufactur- 
ed in the liver 
and to empty 
this ‘bile into f 
a small tube 
which passes 
into the intes- 
tines, In the in- 
testines the bile 
is helpful in di- 
gestion, particu- 
larly the diges- 
tion of fatty swbstances, 

If the bile does not flow out 
freely, germs can grow inside the 
gallbladder and other irritations 
and troubles can develop. In addl- 
tion to the formations of stones in 
the gallbladder which has been 
discussed at other times, the gall 
bladder can become acutely or 
chronically inflamed. If the in- 
flammation or infection comes on 
suddenly the condition is called 
acute cholecystitis, 

In this oendition severe but not 
constant pain is the rule. The 
pain is generally felt on the right 
side of the abdomen and some- 
times it extends through to the 
back under the right shoulder 
blade, Nausea, vomiting, slight 
fever and even swelling of the 
entire abdomen may follow a 
bout of pain, The area around the 
galibladder is usually tender to 
touch, 


Symptoms 
Less Severe 


The chronic form of cholecys- 
titis has much the same symp-

toms as the acute variety but 
they are not so severe. Almost al- 
ways there is some disturbance 
in the digestive tract and people 
usually complain of a “full feel- 
ing,” “gas on the stomach,” or 
similar vague distress, 

Jaundice, or yellowness of the 
skin, is fairly common in the 
chronic variety but it does not 
become obvious until the condi- 
tion has been present for some 
time. One cannot therefore reiy 
on it as a means of making a 
diagnosis, 

Germs are not always found in 
the gallbladder in either acute 
or chronic cholecystitis. Some- 
times certain chemicals appear to 
become so concentrated in this 
organ that they themselves are 
irritating. At present, however, 
the exact causes of gallbladder 
inflammation and knowledge 
about means of preventing it are 
not known, 


Chemical 
Aids First 

Sometimes inflammation of the 
gallbladder can be improved by 
giving chemical substances by 
mouth which stimulate the empty- 
ing of the gallbladder. This is not 
always successtul, however, and 
when it is not, operation io re- 
move it has to be seriously con- 
sidered, 

In acute cases or when there is 
pus in the gallbladder, operation 
has to be done promptly; at other 
times it may be hard to decide 
whether to operate or not. Age, 
physical condition, severity of 
symptoms, and a number of other 
things have to be weighed and 
judged before resorting to sur- 
gery.

Continental Drift Idea. 
Challenged by Savants 


How the earth achieved its pre- 
sent geographical make-up is a 
question which has been bother- 


ing University of California 
scientists, 
Geology, botany and paleont- 


ology professors have been airing 
their views on the subject in a 
symposium, 

Their conclusion is 
“continental drift” 
valid, 

That theory, now favored by 
European scientists, holds that 
the continents of earth were once 
together in one great land mass, 
broke up and then drifted into 
their present positions, 

Byran Pattersou, Chicago Nat- 
ural History Museum and the 
University of Chicago, had one 
of the strongest urguments 
against the theory. 

Patterson pointed to the differ- 
ence in living and fossil animals 
of the various continents, He said 
there should be a marked simil-

arity if the “continental drift” 
theory were true,

The dissimilarities, Patterson 


declared, have existed since the 
continents were supposed to have 
started drifting apart some 75,- 
000,000 years ago. In fact, the 
professor said, evidence which 
might favor the theory becomes 
scantier the farther back in geo- 
logical time one goes, 

Dr, J, Watt Durham, associate 
professor of paleontology at the 
University, said the theory would 
make it necessary for the poles 
to have been shifted around dur- 
ing geological time. 

On the basis of studies of mar- 
ine fossils from Mexico to the 
Arctic circle, Dr, Durham con- 
cluded the poles always have 
been in approximately their pre- 
sent positions.
